AMENDING ACTS RELATING TO SALE OF INTOXICATING LIQUORS
AND ABATEMENT OF NUISANCES.

AN ACT Supplemental to Chapter 148 of the Acts of the 20”
General Assembly, and Chapter 66 of the Aocots of the 21”
General Assembly, Relating to the Sale of Intoxicating Liquors
and Abatement of Nuisances.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
SEctioN 1. In the abatement of a nuisance as provided imn
section 5, of chapter 66, of the Acts the 21” General Assembly
the officer shall be entitled to the same fees for removing and
selling the movable property that he would be for levying on
and selling like property on execution And for closing and keep-
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ing closed, the building erection or place, as in said section re.
quired he shall receive such reasonable fees, as the Court may
allow. All such fees and costs to be paid out of the proceeds
of the property, sold so far as the same may be available.
8gc. 2. In any action bronght by a citizen of the county as Demand for
provided by section 1, chapter 66, of the Acts of the 317 Gen- Ad7ance tess
eral Assembly, no Officer, or witness shall be entitled to demand
his fees, for services or attendance in advance. .And the costs,
in oase of failure of the prosecution, or inability to collect the
same from the defendant, shall be paid in the same manner as
provided by law for the payment of fees in the case of oriminal
prosecutions.
